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EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


The  University  of  Massachusetts  Dartmouth  Center  for  Policy  Analysis 
conducted  a  patron  origin  survey  of  the  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park,  Rockingham  Park, 
and  Seabrook  Greyhound  Park.  The  purpose  of  the  study  was  to  determine  the 
geographic  origins  of  visitors  to  three  of  New  Hampshire's  racing  facilities,  particularly 
the  percentage  of  patrons  who  are  residents  of  Massachusetts.  The  results  of  the  patron 
survey  were  used  to  estimate  the  annual  wagers  of  Massachusetts  residents  at  the  three 
racing  facilities: 

The  survey  concludes  that  57%  of  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park's  patrons 
come  from  Massachusetts,  which  makes  it  the  largest  feeder  state  to 
Hinsdale. 

It  is  estimated  that  Massachusetts  residents  wager  approximately 
$18,800,000  annually  at  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park. 

The  survey  concludes  that  59%  of  Rockingham  Park's  patrons  come 
from  Massachusetts,  which  makes  it  the  largest  feeder  state  to 
Rockingham. 

It  is  estimated  that  Massachusetts  residents  wager  approximately 
$64,400,000  annually  at  Rockingham  Park. 

The  survey  concludes  that  42%  of  Seabrook  Greyhound  Park's  patrons 
come  from  Massachusetts,  which  makes  it  the  second  largest  feeder 
state  to  Seabrook  after  New  Hampshire. 

It  is  estimated  that  Massachusetts  residents  wager  approximately 
$23,000,000  annually  at  Seabrook  Greyhound  Park. 

The  study  estimates  that  Massachusetts  residents  are  wagering 
approximately  $106,000,000  annually  at  New  Hampshire's  three  racing 
facilities  on  the  New  Hampshire-Massachusetts  border. 
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The  Center's  survey  found  that  Hinsdale,  Rockingham,  and  Seabrook  patrons 
originate  from  the  following  states:

Margin  of  Error:  The  statistical  margin  of  error  for  the  Hinsdale,  Rockingham,  and 
Seabrook  surveys  is  +/-  <  1%  (plus  or  minus  less  than  one  percent). 

The  estimate  of  patron  origins  is  based  on  a  sampling  of  1,505  private 
automobiles  at  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park,  a  sampling  of  3,343  private  automobiles  at 
Rockingham  Park,  and  a  sampling  of  1,794  private  automobiles  at  Seabrook  Greyhound 
Park.  The  survey  was  conducted  over  a  five  day  period  from  February  13-17, 1999.

PURPOSE  OF  THE  STUDY 

The  University  of  Massachusetts  Dartmouth  Center  for  Policy  Analysis 
conducted  a  patron  origin  survey  of  the  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park,  Rockingham  Park, 
and  Seabrook  Greyhound  Park,  beginning  on  February  13, 1999  and  ending  on  February 
17, 1999.  The  purpose  of  the  study  was  to  determine  the  geographic  origins  of  visitors  to 
three  of  New  Hampshire's  racing  facilities,  particularly  the  percentage  of  patrons  who 
are  residents  of  Massachusetts.  The  estimate  of  patron  origins  is  based  on  a  sampling  of 
1,505  private  automobiles  at  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park,  a  sampling  of  3,343  private 
automobiles  at  Rockingham  Park,  and  a  sampling  of  1,794  private  automobiles  at 
Seabrook  Greyhound  Park. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  FACILITIES 

Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park  is  located  in  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire 
approximately  15  minutes  off  Exit  1  on  Interstate  91.  Hinsdale  offers  live  greyhound 
racing  and  simulcast  thoroughbred,  greyhoimd,  and  harness  races  from  major  tracks 
across  the  country.  The  picture  and  soxmd  from  each  location  is  telecast  live  via  satellite 
and  displayed  on  monitors  located  throughout  the  track.  Hinsdale  presents  live 
greyhound  racing  eight  cards  per  week  and  a  full  schedule  of  simulcasts  seven  days  and 
evenings  per  week.  It  also  operates  two  large  restaurants,  as  well  as  grand  stand 
concourse  food  and  beverage  concessions. 

In  1997,  Hinsdale  offered  417  live  greyhound  performances,  2,727  thoroughbred 
simulcast  performances,  2,323  greyhoimd  simulcast  performances,  and  1,486  harness 
racing  simulcast  performances.  The  aruiual  attendance  at  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park  for 
live  racing  performances  was  267,777  in  1997.  The  total  handle  for  all  types  of 
performances  in  1997  was  $32,912,127. 

Rockingham  Park  is  located  in  Salem,  New  Hampshire  just  off  Exit  1  from 
Interstate  95  and  only  30  minutes  from  Boston.  Rockingham  Park  is  considered  one  of 
New  England's  best  live  thoroughbred  racing  venues  with  live  performances  scheduled 
from  June  through  September.  Rockingham  is  open  year-round  with  day  and  night 
simulcasting  of  thoroughbred  and  harness  races  from  top  tracks  around  the  country.  In 
1997,  Rockingham  offered  100  live  thoroughbred  performances,  2,946  thoroughbred 
simulcast  performances,  and  1,877  harness  racing  simulcast  performances. 
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The  annual  attendance  at  Rockingham  Park  for  hve  performances  was  260,702  in 
1997.  The  total  handle  for  all  types  of  performances  in  1997  was  $109,337,925. 

Seabrook  Greyhound  Park  is  located  55  minutes  from  Boston,  just  off  Interstate 
95  at  Exit  1  and  only  minutes  from  Routes  1  and  Interstate  495.  Seabrook  features  live 
greyhound  racing  and  simulcasts  of  thoroughbred,  harness,  and  greyhound  races. 
Simulcasts  are  provided  with  state-of-the-art  audio/ visual  equipment,  including  built-in 
TV  monitors  throughout  the  facilit\^  Seabrook  offers  a  catering  service,  optional  valet 
service,  personal  betting  windows,  a  large  lounge-style  bar,  and  a  function  facility  with 
15,  000  square-feet  of  meeting  space.  The  post  times  for  matinees  are  Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays  and  Thursdays  at  12:30PM  and  7:30PM;  Fridays  at  7:35PM;  Saturdays  at 
12:35PM;  and  Sundays  at  1:05PM.  In  1997,  Seabrook  offered  355  live  greyhound 
performances,  2492  thoroughbred  simulcasts,  2729  greyhound  simulcast  performances, 
and  882  harness  racing  simulcast  performances. 

The  annual  attendance  for  live  performances  at  Seabrook  Greyhound  Park  was 
418,075  in  1997.  The  total  handle  for  all  types  of  performances  in  1997  was  $54,729,759. 

METHODOLOGY 

The  patron  origin  analysis  was  conducted  on  five  different  days:  Saturday, 
February  13  from  1:00  pm  through  Wednesday,  February  17  to  10:00  pm  (See  Appendix 
C).  This  time  frame  includes  one  hoUday  (President's  Day),  two  weekdays  (Tuesday  and 
Wednesday),  and  two  days  of  the  weekend  (Saturday  and  Sunday).  Sample  counts  of 
between  20  and  1,000  automobile  license  plates  were  taken  each  day  during  the  five-day 
observation  period.  During  each  sample  period,  50%  to  100%  of  the  automobiles  parked 
in  the  customer  area  were  recorded  by  the  enumerators.  This  sample  was  distributed 
across  the  day  by  sampUng  license  plates  during  each  of  two  periods  on  each  day  as 
defined  below: 

Sample  1:  Afternoon  (between  1:00  pm  and  3:00  pm) 
Sample  2:  Evening  (between  8:00  pm  and  10:00  pm) 

In  calculating  armual  estimates  of  the  percentage  of  facility  patrons  originating  in 
various  states,  it  is  assumed  that  traffic  flows  and  patron  origins  are  constant,  on 
average,  during  similar  times  of  the  day  and  on  similar  types  of  days.  Thus,  sampling 
counts  are  extrapolated  on  a  daily  basis  for  each  day  of  the  week  during  a  365-day  year. 
Weekdays  are  defined  as  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday. 
Weekends  are  defined  as  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Holidays  are  defined  as  New  Year's 
Day,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Day,  President's  Day,  Patriot's  Day  (Massachusetts  state 
hoUday),  Memorial  Day,  Labor  Day,  Columbus  Day,  Veteran's  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day, 
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and  Christmas  Day.^  The  purpose  of  the  automobile  sampling  count  was  to  derive  an 
estimate  of  the  percentage  of  private  automobiles  originating  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  Maine,  New  York,  and  Canada. 
Vehicles  from  other  states  were  classified  as  Other.  It  is  assumed  that  all  vehicles 
originate  in  their  state  of  registration  as  determined  by  license  plate  identifications. 


PATRON  ORIGINS 

Using  the  sampling  methodology  described  above,  research  staff  from  the  Center 
for  Policy  Analysis  surveyed  1,505  private  automobiles  at  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park 
3,343  private  automobiles  at  Rockingham  Park,  and  1,794  private  automobiles  at 
Seabrook  Greyhound  Park  over  a  five-day  period.  No  tour  buses  were  observed  at  any 
of  the  facilities  during  the  five-day  observation  period.  The  day  to  day  results  and  an 
unweighted  summary  of  the  sampling  counts  are  included  as  Appendices  A  (Hinsdale), 
B  (Rockingham),  and  C  (Seabrook).  In  each  case,  the  unweighted  summaries  are  broken 
down  by  state  of  origin  and  type  of  day  (e.g.,  weekday,  weekend,  or  holiday).  The 
unweighted  percentages  for  patron  origins  are  weighted  to  account  for  type  of  day  on 
the  basis  of  the  following  formula: 

Adjusted  State  Percentage  for  Weekdays  =  Car  Weekday  Percentage  *  .688 
Adjusted  State  Percentage  for  Weekends  =  Car  Weekend  Percentage  *  .285 
Adjusted  State  Percentage  for  Holidays  =    Car  Weekday  Percentage  *  .027^ 

The  weighted  estimates  for  private  automobiles  and  tour  buses  were  then 
translated  from  percentages  of  vehicles  to  percentages  of  patrons  based  on  field 
observations  that  attendance  at  the  facility  during  weekends  and  holidays  was 
approximately  double  that  of  the  weekdays.  Thus,  the  weighted  estimates  for  private 
automobiles  and  tour  buses  were  translated  into  percentages  of  patrons  using  the 
formula: 

Percent  Patrons  =  [(Weekend%  *  2.1)  +  (HoUday%  *  2.1)]  +  Weekday%/2 

The  total  weighted  estimates  indicate  that  the  three  facilities'  patrons  originate 
from  the  following  states: 


1  The  only  holiday  that  fell  on  weekend  days  were  treated  as  weekend  days.  In  1999,  this 

includes  Independence  Day. 
-  The  adjustment  factors  of  0.688,  0.285,  and  0.027  are  the  percentage  of  weekdays,  weekend  days, 

and  holidays  in  the  1999  calendar  year  based  on  the  definition  in  the  methodology.

ESTIMATED  EXPENDITURES  BY  MASSACHUSETTS  PATRONS 

If  Massachusetts  patrons  account  for  an  equal  or  average  share  of  each  facility's 
annual  total  revenues,  it  is  estimated  that  residents  of  Massachusetts  w^ager 
approximately  $18,800,000  annually  at  Hinsdale  Greyhound  Park,  $64,400,000  at 
Rockingham  Park,  and  $23,000,000  at  Seabrook  Greyhoimd  Park  (see  Appendix  D).
